GRANITE CITY — An appeal 
for a zoning variance that was 
expected to be heard on Wednes- 
day is illegal, said 4th Ward 
Alderman Dan -Partney, 

But Assistant City Attorney Ed 
Fitzhenry said his research indi- 
cated the variance request is 
legal. 

Ronald “Rocky” White, a St. 
Louis—developer, is requesting 
that his apartments on 27th and 
Adams streets be exempted. 
from a zoning law disaltowing 
use of alleys ‘for apartment 
parking lot entrances and exits. 

It is White’s second attempt at 
a zoning variance. His requests 
have been turned down by the 
Plan Commission, the Zoning 
Board of Appeals and the City 
Council. 

White’s petitions and apart- 
ments have caused controversy 
among city officials and have 
been opposed by nearby resi- 
dents. His last variance appeal 
was turned down in October. 

Partney, whose ward encom- 
passes the apartments, said a 
measure passed by the council 
on Sept. er yo83, does not. allow 
zoning requests turned down by 
the council to be heard a second 
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time within a year! He-said he 
has asked that White's appeal 
application not be accept by 
the zoning office. 

City: Attorney Mark Golden- 


berg said he was not sure the ‘ 


council’s 1983 measure is valid 
because_an ordinance _was_never 
brought beforé —the— council, 
though the measure passed at 
the 1983 meeting. 

Fitzhenry said the 1983 motion 
is probably invalid because no 
ordinance was brought before 
the council after the measure 
was 5 

“It’s quite clear in state law 
that without an ordinance, the 
motion has no legal signifi- 
cance,” Fitzhenry said. 

White’s request was-on the 
ZBA agenda, but White ew 
it. I’-was the only agenda-item 
for the Wednesday meeting. 

Mary Jo_Akeman, -of the city 
zoning office,. said White 
informed the office he would res- 
chedule his request for the 


meeting, Partney had a copy of 
the minutes of the 1933 meeting

ordinance It (the-measure) 
amended the zoning ordinance,”’ 
Partney said. 

White has been the focus of a 
dispute between Partney and 
Assistant City Attorney John | 
Hopkins. Partney claims- Hop- 
kins consistently failed to— 
enforce the city’s-zoning-laws 
and building codes when the 
newly constructed apartments 
were being rented in February. 
Hopkins has said he was trying 
to avoid legal entanglements 
between the city and White. 

In October, City Engineer 
Roger Hadley’ granted. White a 
six-month,, ‘‘temporary’’ occu- 
pancy permit. 

The action, 6} by Part- 
ney, allowed ite to rent the 
apartments without being grant-. - 
ed a variance wr changing the 
parking lot-to conform with city 
zoning laws, 

Partney wanted the city to 
seek fines against White. White 
had begun renting the apart- 


. ments in February without being 


granted an occupancy permit. 

If White is not granted a vari- 
ance and does not meet city zon- 
ing requirements at the end of 
the six-month period, the city 
could seek fines ranging from 
$25 to $500 a day, according to 


the city zoning manual 


Haine resolution on IP gets OK

Madison County is positioning 
itself to turn the tables on Mli- 
nois Power Co., which_one Coun- 
ty .Board member. said has 
“‘been socking it to’ both rate- 
payers and the county itself. 

The board Wednesday 
approved ‘a resolution offered by 
Bill Haine, D-Alton, authorizing 
the board's Legislative Commit- 
tee to begin studying methods 
for purchasing power from sup- 


pliers other than Illinois Power. 

Haine proposed the resolutton 
as a reaction to a recently 
announced series of rate hikes 
that will be tequésted by IP in 
hearings before the Illinois Com- 
merce Commission 


Haine and other board mem- 


bers are concerned. in part that. 


the county’s future economic 
growth may be stunted by rate 
increases proposed by the com- 
pany. - 


The increases are being sought 
to cover -Hlinois Power’s 
expenses for its Clinton nuclear 
electric power plant. 


Haine said he is_ convinced 
“there is a more equitable meth- 
od to buy power.’’ He noted that 
several municipalities in the 
county, including Troy, East 
Alton and Granite City, have 
already expressed an interest in

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Granite City TIF 
area sales growing. 


Granite City area economic 
growth was cited last week as 
the Illinois Department of Reve- 
nue authorized payment- of $6.4 
million for Tax ~increment 
—Financing (TIF) districts across 
the state. 

This payment follows $3.4 mil- 
lion that was paid to TIF dis- 
tricts in October. The $6.4 -mil- 
lion is additional money that was 
authorized by the General 
Assembly during -the November 
veto session. : 

By state law, the state’s share 
of TIF district financing cannot 
exceed $10 million this-year. 

The Granite City area TIF dis- 
trict_received $137,809—and-—then 
$255,906 for—a- total of $393,715. 

+. The total growth in its sales tax- 
~~es'from 1985-86 was $467,697. 

The Department of, Revenue 
completed allocating the dollars 
this month and we've authorized 
the comptroller’s office to issue 
the checks,’’, said Revenue 
Director Roger Sweet. 

“It took only a few weeks to 
allocate the additional $6:4 mil- 
lion because the accounting 
a calculating each 

sales tax increment — 
had already been completed for 
the. 136 districts.” 

x Increment Financing dis- 
tricts are generally areas of 
underdeveloped or blighted land, 
such as a decaying downtown 
area 

Cities make improvements on 
the land,--stchas renovating 
property or repairing streets and 
sewage systems. , 

The improvements are expec- 
ted to attract more business 
activity, and any resulting 
increase in state and local sales 
tax collections is earmarked for 


the district, to pay for the 
improvements. 

TIF districts which capture 
the increment in property taxes 
have existed since 1977. 

In—1986, -a—law was passed 
whieh——allows— TIF districts 
formed before 1987 to also cap- 
ture the increase in state sales 
tax_in_the area. With the new 
la TIF districts. expanded 
from 37 to 136. 

About half the $10 million allo- 
cated by the state this year fro: 

growth went to only s' 
cities: Highland Park, Belleville, 
DeKalb, Rockford, Granite City 
and Kankakee. 

There—was—$14.7—million—in. 
growth in-state sales tax colle 
tions from 9,300 retailers in Te 
districts from calendar year 
to calendar year 1986. 

Because of the $10 million cap, 
each. district’s actual payment 
was based on the ratio of its own 
growth compared to the total 
growth. 

For example, if a district’s 
growth’ was $1.7_million, or 10 
percent of the total growth-in all 
districts, that district would 
receive 10 percent of the $10 mil- 
lion allocated to, all districts, or 
$1- million. 

Of the 136 TIF districts, only 
85 showed some growth in sales 
tax, and 51 received no money 
because they experienced no 
growth. 

In some cases, the-sales taxes 
collected from -certain areas 
declined. Officials said this may 
be due to general economic 
problems in the are istrict 
improvements which have not 
attracted new retail activity, 
improvements which hav: 
been completed.

GRANITE CITY — When 
Mother Nature dumped up to 7 
inches of snow on this area Mon- 
day in the first major snowstorm 
of winter, it created-a myriad of 
problems.
